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tt EligibOity: Participation on a non-conipetitive basis in the auctions of dated GOI Securities will be opm to investors 

who satisfy the following; 

1. Do not maintain current account (CA) or Subsidiary General Ledger (SGL) account with the Reserve Bank of India, 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co-operative Banks shall be covered under this Sdieme in view of their 
statutory obligations. 

2. Make a single bid for an amount not more than Rs. Two crore (face value) per auction. 

3. submit their bid indirectly through any one bank or PD offering this scheme. 

Exceptions: Regional Rural Banks (RRBs) and Co-operative Banks that maintain SGL account and cunrent arTmmt 
with the Reserve Bank of India shall be eligible to submit their non-competitive bids directly. 
ni Coverage: Subject to the conditions mentioned above, participation on “non-competitive” basis is open to any 
person including firms, companies, corporate bodies, institutions, provident funds, trusts, and any other entity as maybe 
prescribed by RBI.

IV. Other Operational Guidelines 

1. It will not be mandatory for the retail investor to maintain a Constituent Subsidiary Gen^ ledger (CSQ..) account 
with the bank or PD through whom they wish to participate. However, an investor can make only a singje bid und^ 
this scheme. An undertaking to the effect that the investor is making only a single bid will have to be obtained and 
kept on record by the bank or PD. 

2 . Each bank or PD on the basis of firm orders received from their constituents may submit application-wise bids 
through NDS. The firm orders reccis ed horn others (i. e. non-constituents) maybe submitted in physical qiplication 
forms to the PDO. The physical application may be a single bid for the aggregate amount of all the customers.

3 . Allotment luider tlte non-competitive segment to the bank or PD will be at the weighted average rate of yield/price 
that will emerge in tire auction on the basis of the conpetitive bidding.

8. The bank ofPD can recover upto sixpaiseperRs. 100 as brokerage/commission/service charges for rendering this 
service to their clients. Such costs may be built into the sale price or recovered separately from the clients, hr case 
the transfer of securities is effected subsequent to the issue date of the security, the consideration amount 
payable by the client to the bank or PD would also include accrued interest from the date of issue. 

9. Modalities for obtaining payment from clients towards cost of the securities, accrued interest wherever applicable 
and brokerage/commission/service charges may be worked out by the bank or PD asper agreement with fte client.
